She began her tour at the Academy 
of Music in New York, presenting Medea 
as her opening bill. The part was one which 
the Italian actress Ristori, who was then in 
the height of public favor in the east, had 
made peculiarly her own, but the German 
actress soon compelled the Italian to share 
the honors of triumph with her, and many 
reviewers and a large portion of the public 
declared that Mile. Janauschek's impersona- 
tion was the more impressiveand the 2 
ot the two.

In her subsequent Tour ot the country the 
actress reached Chicago on Feb. 17, 1868, and 
the evening following made her first appear- 
Ance at the Crosby opera house. The play 
was “ Medea.” The first act passed quietly, 
but in the second came the defiance of the 
king and the tragic exit of Medea, exclaim- 
ing, as she dashes the guard from her way: 
* Give place! I go, and vengeance goes with 
me! The audience rose to the’actress and 
the success of Mile. Janauschek was assured. 
Between Tuesday, Feb. 18, and a week from 
‘the following Friday night the néw star was 


‘seen in Adrienne Lecouyvreur,” ‘‘ Mary 
Stuart, “Deborah” (“ Leah, the For- 
saken ), ** Marianne,”’ * Thusnelda,”’ 


Emilia Galotti,“ and Love and Intrigue.” 
The critics gave her unqualified commenda- 
tion, but found her Leah her highest achieve- 
ment. 

After the performance on the opening night 
of the engagement of the Germania Männer- 
chor serenaded the actress at the Tremont 
house, where she was etopping, and on the 
last Friday evening the citizens of Chicago 
presented her with a souvenir in the form of 
four pieces of silver plate properly engraved, 
and “a stereoscope with a fine set of views 
of Chicago.”

There is nothing stagy or stilted in her per- 
sonatfon, vocally considered, and equally 
there is none in her physical action.“ 


Mme. Janauschek and her company played 
in German at this time, but so deep was

this first tour that Augustin Daly brought 


her to this country again in 1871, and she 
then for the first time used English, her role 
being Leah. Later shegave her entire reper- 
tory in our language und added Meg Mer- 
rilies and the Shakspearean characters to it. 

After several seasons of brilliant artistic 
success she found public taste changing, and 
herself crowded into the background. She 
toured in the far west, but with poor sup- 
porting players and inadequate ecenic equip- 
ment.

That Dove was not acquainted with his vic+ 
tim prior to the time they met on the night of the 
murder.

Put Crime on Person Unknown.

Only Five Witnesses Examined. 


Only five witnesses were examined, the 
most important testimony being given by 
John and Peter Friehauf, father and son, near 
whose farmhouse the murder was committed, 
and Dan Canary, proprietor of the garage 
where Bate was employed. The others who 
testified were John Seiler, a farmer residing 
one and a half miles from Lemont, who con- 
versed with Dove,“ and John H. O’Brien, 
to whose undertaking rooms in Lemont the 
body of the murdered chauffeur was taken. 

Peter Freihauf told of the rap at the door 
of his house, which aroused his wife at 11:45 
o'clock the night of the murder. He declared 


that before he reached the porch the man who 


had knocked had disappeared. Looking out, 
he saw the lights of an automobile traveling 
south in the direction of the farmhouse of 


Dennis Conner, three miles distant. 


Tells of Hearing Shots. 


“T returned to bed. only to be awakened 
fifteen minutes afterward by the firing of 
iwo shots, said Freinaut. 1 hurried to 
the window when I heard the first one, and 
the sécond came soon afterward. After the 
second shot the lights of the machine moved 

siowly out of my view on the other side of 
the incline. I did not nee the flash of the re- 
volver.” 

Fremaut said he aia not go out of the 
house, because he believed the persons in 
the automobile were firing only for sport. 
or were shooting at cows in the pasture 
along the roadside. He did not see the body 
of Bate, he declared, until he went out to feed 
the cattle, the next morning. 

John Frethaut substantiated his son’s tes- 
timony in part, and told of finding the body. 


Position of Body Shows Robbery.

The testimony in the coal hearing was con~ 
cluded before the interstate commerce om 
mission today. oral arguments of coun-~ 
sel will opén Jan. 5. 

At the afternoon session W. L. Wilson, 
auditor ef the Lehigh Valley raliread, gave 
evidence tending te show that the rate re- 
ceived by his road for all its tonnage other 
than coal between the regions 
and tidewater, back and forth, is higher 
than thé rate on anthracite coal.
